WASHINGTON.— Detailed plans 
under which the nation’s vast post- | 
cffice system will be used after | 
June 15 to pay the veterans their 
$2,285,000,000 bonus were announc- 
ed Saturday night by Postmaster | 
General James A, Farley. 

They provide; 

1, Facilities in the 45,000 first, | 
jsecond, third and fourth class 
postoffices for filing bonus appli-| 
cations, 

2. Designation of 241 postof-| 
fices as paying offices for residents 
of those immediate areas, 

3. Selection of 59 central pay-| 
ing postoffices, which in addition} 
| to making payments to those in 
their respective districts, will also 
|}make those for small postoffices| 
in those regions, 

Farley emphasized that every) 
effort will be made to expedite the 
bonus payments and complete the 
majority within the first week. 

The bonus bonds will be mailed 
as registered matter and will be 
delivered only to the addressee in| 
| person, Upon receipt of the bonds, 
| the veteran, if he desires to cash} 
lthem instead of holding them,| 
must have them certified through | 
his local postoffice. 

If he is personally known to the| 
postmaster or the designated em- 
ploye, witnesses will not be re-) 
| quired, If he is not known, one 
lor two witnesses, known to the 
certifying officer and the veteran, | 
must sign the bonds. 

Space has been provided on the 
bonds for taking fingerprint im- 
pressions in cases where this is, 
regarded as desirable, though this 
procedure is left to the discretion 
of the postmasters. }

became the victim of the fish and 


game law prohibiting the cateh-| 


ing or possession of fish under 
certain specified sizes. Mr. Bout 
well says he slipped off from his 


}arduous duties of furnishing Blba 


people with bakery products and | 


was peacefully fishing near thé 
dam when a stranger came and 


sat down beside him, After ask-| 


ing several questions about the 
powerhouse, how high the water 
got during the flood, etc,, Mr. Bou'- 
well’s visitor casually informed 
him that he wanted to measure 
the fish on his string, After the 
measuring operation, the stranger 
who informed Mr, Boutwell that 
he was a fish and game warden, 
instructed him to meet him at the 
court house at one o'clock, Mr. 
Boutwell appeared before ‘Squire 
McCollough and although he was 
entirely innocent of intentionally 
breaking any law, he was cited to 
the Alabama game and fish laws, 
which showed that the law g0v- 
erning the sizes of fish permitted 
to be caught ‘had been broken, so 
Mr, Boutwell paid a fine of $10 
and costs amounting to $4.50. 

Mr. Boutwell's experience has 
been the subject of much comment 
and has caused the limited supply 
of game and fish law booklets in 
the probate office to be in great 
demand. While most of our fish- 
ermen agree that the law is a 
rood one and should be enforced, 
they say that the law should have 
been given more publicity, so that 
such innocent violators as Mr. 
Boutwell would not be made the 
“goat of a law that very few 
persons know to be on the statute 
books. They also condemn the 
practice of allowing seiners to de- 
stroy more fish in a week than 
pole and line fishermen could catch 
in a year, and do nothing about it. 

For the benefit of all who wish 
to become posted on the fish law 
concerning sizes of fish, we pub- 
lish the following paragraph: 

“Section 6. No person shall be 
permitted or allowed to take, catch 


| or have in possession at any time 


game fish; namely, bass, common- 
ly called trout or green trout, less 
than eleven inches in length from 
the tip of nose to the fork of 
tail; or bream or rock bass, com- 
monly called goggle eye, less than 
four and one-half inches in length 
from tip of nose to fork of tail; 
or crappie or white perch less than 


eight inches in length from tip) 


of nose to fork of tail, or wall- 


less than twelve incnes in length 
from tip of nose to fork of tail. 
A violation of the provisions of 
this section shall be punishable 
by a fine of not less than ten 
($10.00) dollars nor more than 
twenty-five ($25.00) dollars.” 

The foregoing law applies only 
to game fish, and does not apply 
to commercial or non-game fish, 
described by the following para- 
graph: 

“Section 3. The following shall 
be considered commercial fish or 
non-game fish, viz:—Drumm, buf- 
falo, channel-catfish and all mem- 
bers of the catfish family; the 
spotted sucker and all members 
of the sucker family, including the 
species known as red horse and 
black horse, and all other species 


of fish not included or referred to 


in the preceding section.”

A total of 154 publie buildings 
are under construction or have re- 
cently been completed by the 
Works Progress Administration 
and will represent a permanent 
and tangible investment of §3,- 
542,460 to the State. 

In Coffee County, the W. P. A. 
building program includes the con- 
struction of an Armory and school 
building at Elba, and an Armory 
at Enterprise, at a total cost of 
$77,188. Of this amount, the spon- 
sors, usually the city or county, 
contributed $19,020, The remainder 
represents the W. P. A. invest- 
ment. 

The largest item in the new 
construction of public buildings 
program is the number of new 
school buildings and additions. 
There ave 71 school buildings that 
have recently been completed or 
are now being built, Included also 
are 18 arniories in various sections 
of the State, 18 community build- 
ings, six jails, five airport hangars, 


|eight county office buildings, sev- 


eral city halls and court house 
additions 
Aside from the building pro- 


|}gram, the State and counties, 


with the aid of the W. P. A., are 
paving 450 miles of farm-to-mar- 
ket roads and carrying forward 
the gigantic malarial control pro- 
gram in which more than 679 
miles of ditches have been exca- 
vated, 

While the public building pro- 


| gram was necessarily restricted to 


the amount and type of relief la- 
bor in the respective counties, Mr. 
Crow said, the profram could not 
have attained half the size and 
importance without the efforts of 
local authorities; many of whom 
had blue prints prepared and titles 
to property cleared fn preparation 
for the program when it opened 
last July. In many instances, also, 
sponsors have employed skilled la- 
bor at their own expense, that was 
not available on relief rolls, as ad- 
ditional contribution.
